Election 

In accordance with the species identified in the Office Action, Applicant hereby 
elects the following species for prosecution on the merits: 

Species 1-1 and Species A and Species 2 and Species a and Species L 

Claims 33-70 are pending in this application, of which claims 33, 38, 57 and 69 
are independent claims. The independent claims and dependent claims 34-37, 39-42, 45- 
47, 50, 53-56, 58-61, 64-68 and 70 read upon the elected species. Since the independent 
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claims are generic to the elected species, upon the allowance of an independent claim, the 
claims that depend therefrom are to be examined on the merits. 

Remarks 

Claims 33-70 are pending in this application. Claims 33-70 are directed to 
methods that have a fluid introduced into at least one collision chamber. The prior art of 
record fails to disclose such methods where a fluid is introduced into at least one collision 
chamber. 

Conclusion 

In view of the remarks set forth above, it is respectfully submitted that the 
pending claims are in condition for allowance. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully 
request that a timely Notice of Allowance be issued in this case.
